On Nfay 6, 27-year-old Mark Ring was 
inaugurated as Antioch Twp. Highway Com- 
missioner . Ring pulled off an unprecedented 
. upset in the April 2 election. He unseated ap- 
pointed incumbent Dave Heath in a three- 
way contest Ring' polled 1,565 votes to 
Heath's 1,147. Elarl Quirk received only 2f4 
ballots. The Ring family achieved a sur- 
prising victory over Twp. Supervisor Jim' 
Fields' organization th^rhas dominated An- 
Jtipch pollti<» for years^ 



In the election, Mark Ring carried 10 out of 
14 precincts; Ring captured five out of eight 
precincts in the Village of Antioch, defeating 
Heath by 78 votes. Here was the Antioch 
vote: Ring, 8Sd (49.3 percent) ; Heath, 781 
(44.8 percent) and Quirk, 103 (5.9 percent). 

The highway commissioner has the 
responsibility for snow removal and road 
maintenance in the unincorporated areas of 
the township. Ring easily won these precinc- 
ts. He carried this re^on by ahnost a 2-to-i 
noiairgin. The youthful candidate's best 
precincts were eight and nine at Grass Lake ' 



as highway • commissioner for 16 years. 
Following Blaine Ring's death, the Fields ad- 
ministration appointed township trustee 
David Heath as road commissioner in 1981 to 
fill out the unexpired term. 

In an exclusive interview with Lakeland 
Newspapers, Highway Comissioner Mark 
Ring reported that his department i&irespon- 
sible for the maintenance of 72 miles of roads 
in the unincorporated sections of the town- 
ship. With Heath's departure and Ring's 
elevation to the highway commissionership,- 
the department has been reduced from six to 
five members. Ring asserted, "At the 
-present time,'! do not want to add another 
man as long as our present work force can 
fulfill our responsibiliti^ in a competent 
fashion. In addition, it has provided a finan- 
cial saving for the taxpayers.. We have an 
obligation to balance road maintenance with 
fiscal responsibility. Our ■ department 
* recognizes Hhat our residents pay the bills 
and the salaries for effective highway ser- 
vices."
